Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  hare  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  on  the  work  of  the  Department  and  the  health  of  the  City  for  the 
year  1965. 

Apart  from  the  biennial  incidence  of  measles  there  has  been  no  out¬ 
break  of  infectious  diseases  of  any  consequence.  The  importance  of 
Immunisation  and  vaccination  however,  cannot  be  over- emphasised  and  efforts 
are  continually  being  made  to  induce  parents  to  maintain  the  immunisation 
state  of  their  children. 

Progress  in  the  re-housing  of  tenants  from  unsatisfactory  dwellings 
has  continued  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  much  of  the  substandard  housing  had 
either  been  demolished  or  vacated.  Some  of  the  better  types  of  old  houses 
are  being  improved  with  the  aid  of  grants  but  there  are  still  many  houses 
which  need  attention. 

The  usual  details  regarding  the  County  Council  health  services  are 
included  so  that  the  Repoi  t  contains  a  picture  of  the  various  health 
services  available.  Your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  also 
ctttributed  a  report  on  his  work. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  members  of  the  Council,  my  brother  Officers, 
and  the  staff  of  the  department  for  much  help  and  advice.

He  is 
also  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  for  the  whole  of  this  area,  and  is  responsible  for  the  day 
to  day  administration  of  the  County  health  services. 


The  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  a  Senior  Assistant 
County  Medical  Officer. 


The  Public  Health  Inspectors  do  the  meat  Inspecoion  at  the  Ripon 
slaughterhouse  and  are  also  responsible  for  refuse  collection  and 
disposal  in  the  City.

The  Division  In  its  western  part  consists  of  the  upland 
country  lying  to  the  south  west  of  the  River  Ure  and  containing 
the  upper  part  of  Nidderdale.  Theeastern  part  is  flat  country 
in  the  plain  of  York  hounded  on  the  north  east  by  the  Rivers  Ure 
and  Ouse  and  containing  the  lower  part  of  the  River  Nidd. 


Harrogate  stands  in  rolling  country  to  the  south  and  west  of 
the  Nidd.  It  has  been  known  as  a  Spa  for  a  Iona  period  and  is 
now  a  busy  conference  and  holiday  centre  which  provides  pleasant 
residential  surroundings.  It  is  becoming  increasingly  an  ad¬ 
ministrative  centre  for  large  organisations. 


The  City  of  Ripon  is  an  ancient  market  town  in  the  valley  of 
the  Ure.  It  is  the  centre  for  a  large  rural  area  around,  and 
manufactures  paint  and  concrete  products. 


Knaresborough  is  an  attractive  holiday  centre  situated  on  the 
Nidd  in  that  part  of  Its  course  where  it  flows  in  a  limestone 
gorge  of  considerable  beauty.  It  is  also  a  market  town  and 
shopping  centre  for  a  large  and  populous  rural  area  and  has  a 
large  weekly  market. 


Ripon  &  Pateley  Bridge  Rural  District  and  Nidderdale  Rural 
District  are  both  large  agricultural  areas  wi3h  numerous  villages. 
The  former  contains  the  small  town  of  Pateley  Bridge  in  the 
valley  of  the  Nidd  which  is  the  administrative  centre  of  the 
district.

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5.  CARDIAC  CLINIC 


The  diagnosis  and  prognosis  of  abnormal  heart  conditions  In 
children  can  be  a  difficult  business,  and  undue  pessimism  or,  on 
the  other  hand,  mistaken  optimism  on  the  part  of  the  medical 
attendant  can  have  unfortunate  and  sometimes  tragic  results 
on  the  child. 

The  Cardiac  Clinic  exists  to  Investigate  and  to  give 
authoritative  advice  on  these  defects  and  their  management  and 
has  saved  many  children  from  unnecessary  invalidism  during  its 
years  of  operation. 

It  is  held  weekly  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  of  Harrogate 
General  Hospital  and  is  staffed  by  Dr.  W.S.  Suffern, 

Consultant  Cardiologist,  Dr.  L.J.  Prosser,  Consultant 
Paediatrician,  Dr.  M.  Poison,  Senior  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officer,  a  health  visitor  and  a  shorthand  typist  from  the 
Divisional  Office. 

A  full  investigation,  Including  radiography  and 
electrocardiography,  is  made  in  each  case  and  the  results  are 
available  for  the  family  doctor  and  the  school  medical 
officer  involved.  Advice  is  also  given  to  the  school  and 
the  parent  about  the  management  of  the  child. 

During  1965,  23  new  cases  were  seen,  including  children 
from  the  Wetherby,  Horsforth  and  Pudsey  Divisions. 

There  were  2hl  attendances  made  by  183  patients  altogether. 

12  children  were  seen  by  Mr.  Woolen  at  two  special  sessions 
held  at  Harrogate;  16  children  were  attending  the  Leeds 
General  Infirmary  for  further  investigation  or  were  awaiting 
operation  during  the  year. 

Two  children  attended  Leeds  for  Cardiac  catheterisation 
and  one  had  ligation  of  a  patent  ductus  arteriosus. 
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CHILD  GUIDANCE  CLINIC 


In  1965,  116  cases  were  referred:  1*1  girls  and  75  boys. 

A  large  proportion  of  these  were  from  Division  7  (81  cases)

There  has  continued  to  he  an  increasing  number  referred 
by  General  Practitioners.  Of  the  referrals  from  Division  7, 
26  children  were  taken  on  for  regular  treatment  and  the 
parents  were  also  seen  for  regular  interviews  with  the 
Psychiatric  Social  Worker. 


We  had  an  increased  number  of  referrals  of  pre-school 
children,  and  intend  to  start  a  small  treatment  group  of 
ihese  children,  whose  mother's  will  also  attend  together 
lor  talks  with  the  psychiatric  social  worker. 
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We  have  continued  to  utilise  the  lunch  periods, 
particularly  on  Thursdays,  for  meeting  the  people 
closeley  concerned  with  the  children  in  their 
daily  lives,  such  as 


Head-teachers 

Probation  Officers 

Children's  Officers 

General  Practitioners 

Youth  Employment  Officers 

Mental  Welfare  Officers,  and  others. 


This  year  we  have  had  visits  from  eight  Head-teachers. 


In  addition,  among  other  outside  visitors  we  have 
welcomed  student  Health  Visitors,  students  from  the 
Institute  of  Education  in  Leeds,  and  in  September, 

15 Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  on  an  Ascertainment 
Course  for  the  education  of  sub-normals. 


The  Psychologist  and  the  Social  Worker  have  visited 
schools  in  the  area  from  time  to  time,  and  the  clinic  team  has 
taken  part  in  the  Harrogate  Professional  Lunch  Meetings, 
which  have  proved  interesting  and  rewarding. 


We  have  also  kept  up  our  contact  (by  visiting)  various 
maladjusted  schools  and  hospitals. 


The  remedial  work  has  continued  to  flourish  and  Miss 
Blackburn  has  been  invaluable  during  our  team  discussions  of 
cas  es . 
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We  hive,  of  course,  been  in  closest  touch  with 
Dr.  Hepple  during  the  year,  and  have  appreciated  his  help¬ 
ful  interest  in  the  clinic.  We  were  sorry  to  hear  of 
the  death  of  Dr.  Smithson,  but  are  glad  to  continue  our 
association  with  Dr.  Taylor,  with  whom  we  had  already  been 
in  touch.

(b)  ANTE-NATAL  CLINGS 

Two  sessions  per  week  are  held  at  Dragon  Parade  Clinic* 
Most  family  doctors  undertake  ante-natal  care  of  their  own 
patients,  and  the  maternity  hospitals  also  run  sessions.  The 
health  department  clinics  are  very  useful  in  that  they  are 
able  to  put  the  expectant  mother  in  toucn  with  the  local 
services  which  will  oe  of  use  to  her. 

One  district  nurse.'midwife  attended  an  ante-natal  clinic 
held  periodically  by  a  general  practitioner  in  his  own 
premises  during  the  year. 


(c)  RELAXATION  AND  MOTFERCRAFT  CLASSES.

One  type  of  mental  defect  is  due  to  a  metabolic  disturbance 
which  produces  damage  to  the  brain  in  early  life.  It  is 
detectable  by  a  simple  test  on  the  urine  of  young  babies  which 
is  now  done  as  a  routine  by  the  health  visitors  for  the  babies 
in  their  care. 

1,642  children  were  tested:  all  were  negative. 

The  health  visitors  and  midwives  also  test  young  infants  for 
congenital  dislocation  of  the  hip  by  the  Ortolan!  test. 


(g)  DENTAL  CARE 

The  arrangements  for  dental  treatment  of  expectant  mothers  and 
nursing  mothers  continue  as  before. 


(h)  care  of  unmarried  mothers  and  their  children 

The  unmarried  girl, who  is  having  a  baby  is  often  desperately 
in  need  of  expert  help  and  advice.  She  needs  to  make  arrange 
ments  for  the  confinement,  and  for  her  own  rehabilitation  and 
the  care  of  her  child  afterwards. 


Valuable  work  in  this  field  is  done  by  the  Social  Workers 
of  the  Ripon  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Association  who  work  in 
close  co-operation  with  the  general  practitioners,  the  health 
visitors,  and  the  health  department. 

The  County  Council  makes  grants  in  approved  cases  towards 
the  cost  of  institutional  care  before  the  confinement. 


131  cases  were  dealt  with  by  the  department  during  the  year. 
Of  these,  48  were  between  the  ages  of  15  and  19,  forty  four 
between  the  ages  20  to  24,  eighteen  between  the  ages  25  to  29, 
eighteen  the  ages  of  30  and  39  and  three  were  over  40. 


(1)  CARL  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS 


These  small  babies  need  special  care  to  avoid  injury  from 
chilling.  2  Sorrento  cots  and  equipment  are  provided,  based  at 
Harrogate  and  Ripon,  for  loan  to  doctors  and  midwives  looking 
after  premature  babies.  Neither  of  the  cots  were  used  during 
the  year. 
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(j)  ;lbany  avenue  day  nursery 

This  nursery  is  open  from  8,30  a,m.  to  4.30  p.m.  from 
Monday  to  Friday.  It  accommodates  the  young  children  of 
mothers  who  are  obliged  to  maintain  thtctselves  and  their 
families  by  going  out  to  work.  The  health  of  these 
chiliren  is  supervised  by  the  medical  staff  of  the 
Department. 


(k)  INSPECTION  OF  CHILDREN  AT  RESIDENTIAL  NURSERIES  Aid 

COUNTY  CHILDREN'S  HCM£S. 

The  arrangements  detailed  in  ray  previous  report  have 
suffered  as  a  result  of  staff  shortage.  Doctors  are 
always  available,  however,  to  examine  admissions  and 
discharges  and  to  deal  with  any  medical  problems  in  these 
institutions. 


PAEDIATRIC  CLINICS, 

In  Harrogate  children  are  seen  by  the  paediatrician  at  the  hospital, 
NOCTURNAL  ENURESIS. 

I  am  Indebted  to  Dr,  Hall  for  the  following  report:- 

"2k  cases  of  nocturnal  enuresis  were  treated  with  the 
Alarm  Buzzer  during  1965,  11  cases  responded  well  and  the 

parents  were  very  satisfied.  9  cases  had  a  fair  success 
and  Ideally  would  have  liked  to  have  continued  treatment, 

.  ^  cases  were  failures  due  to  various  causes.  One  child  was 

afraid  of  the  buzzer;  one  girl  of  5  years  was  too  young  yo 
to  understand,  and  one  boy  had  to  go  to  hospital  (not  because 
of  enuresis,  and  one  boy  would  not  use  the  buzzer  and  hid  it 
from  his  parents.  There  are  k3  cases  of  nocturnal  enuresis 
on  the  waiting  list." 

In  the  Ripon  area  12  cases  were  treated  during  1965.  6  were 

still  under  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year.  9  cases  showed 
successful  results;  2  cases  showed  partial  improvement.  1 
showed  no  improvement  and  the  buzzer  was  withdrawn.  3  cases 
were  awaiting  the  alarm  buzzer  at  the  end  of  the  year.  (All  have 
now  been  supplied). 
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9.  MIDWIFERY 


During  1965,  W.R.C.C.  domiciliary  midwives  attended  262 
home  confinements  while  1,802  cases  were  delivered  in 
institutions.  171  of  the  latter  were  sent  home  at  forty- 
eight  hours,  25h  cases  after  forty-eight  hours  but  up  to 
and  including  the  fifth  day,  and  357  cases  after  the  fifth 
day  but  before  the  tenth  day. 

Four  whole-time  midwives  and  eleven  home  nurse/midwives  were 
working  in  the  area  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Midwives  in  private  practice  delivered  1  baby  at  home  and 
59  in  institutions. 

The  practice  of  allowing  women  to  go  home  2 U  or  1*8  hours 
after  having  their  babies  in  hospital  is  increasing  and  and 
the  closest  possible  liaison  is  maintained  between  the  staff 
of  the  hospital  maternity  departments  and  the  local  health 
authority  in  order  that  the  mother  may  be  under  continuous 
care.  Such  discharges  in  1965  were  16^  more  than  those  for 
1961*. 


There  was  a  very  slight  increase,  0.7%,  in  the  proportion 
of  domiciliary  confinements  in  1965. 

The  Obstetric  Flying  Squad  was  called  out  on  3  occasions  during 
the  year.

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lit.  MENTAL  HEALTH 


(a)  MENTAL  WELFARE. 


Psychiatric  social  Club.  The  Club  met  on  52  occasions. 
Attendances  for  the  year  totalled  1,391.  At  the  end  af  the 
year  there  were  52  names  on  the  register.  Quite  a  number 
of  one-time  members  have  found  *ther  interests  and  no  longer 
need  this  service.  Four  club  members  have  spent  periods  in 
mental  hospital  during  the  year  and  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  in  three  cases  the  admission  became  necessary  because  of 
a  change  in  the  patient's  domestic  situation,  (e.g.  death  of 
patient's  mother),  resulting  in  diminished  social  support. 

Therapeutic  Club.  2,570  patient  attendances  have  been  made. 

The  club  receives  continuous  guidance  from  two  psychiatrists, 
each  of  whom  attends  once  a  week.  217  afternoon  sessions  were 
held  during  1965. 

Subnormal  Patients.  The  Mental  Welfare  Department  keeps  in 
touch  with  96  subnormal  patients  who  are  not  attending  the 
Training  Centre  and  wh*  are  adequately  employed  in  their 
own  homes,  or  in  industry.  Six  of  these  who  are  in  employment 
have  been  selected  for  attendance  at  the  Psychiatric  Social 
Club  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  they  have  derived  benefit  from 
their  association  with  people  of  normal  intelligence.  Two 
have  been  referred  to  the  Harrogate  Youth  Club  where  it  is 
understood  they  take  part  in  most  of  the  activities. 

Out-Patient  Clinics.  Dr.  E.  Munro,  assisted  by  Dr.  W.  Kerr  and 
Dr.  J.  Shaw,  has  been  in  charge  of  the  Out-patient  Clinics 
at  Harrogate  General  Hospital  and  Ripon  and  District 
General  Hospital.  The  Harrogate  Clinic  is  held  on  Tuesday 
and  Friday  afternoons  and  at  Ripon  the  Clinic  is  held  on  Monday 
afternoons.  A  Mental  Welfare  Officer  is  in  attendance  for 

the  whole  of  the  session  at  Harrogate  and  at 

Ripon  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  calls  at  the  Clinic  and  his 

services  are  available  if  required. 

Holidays  for  Psychiatric  Patients.  20  patients  enjoyed  a 
holiday  at  Bridlington  during  the  Spring  and  13  were  taken  to 
Scarborough  during  the  Autumn.  Several  local  organisations 
and  a  number  of  tradespeople  in  the  town  gave  financial 
assistance. 

Inter-Club  Visits,  Harrogate  Psychiatric  Social  Club 
visited  Tadcaster  Club  during  May  and  York  Club  during 
November.  Both  Clubs  were  entertained  on  a  return  visit* 


Outings.  An  Invitation  was  given  by  the  Happy 
Wanderers  to  a  Christmas  Pantomime,  which  was  accepted 
and  enjoyed  by  the  Club  Members.  An  evening  visit  to 
Ilkley  was  arranged  by  our  own  club  members  and  a 
member  of  the  Harrogate  Lions  Club  was  responsible  for 
an  enjoyable  outing  into  Nidderdale. 


HARROGATL  TRAINING  CLNTRE, 

General  Staffing.  We  began  1965  with  Miss  McCall  in  Bristol 

on  a  training  course  run  by  the  National 
Association  for  Mental  Health  for  Teachers 
of  the  Mentally  Handicapped. 

During  the  summer  months  Miss  McCall  returned 
and  Hr.  Rattray  was  appointed  Instructor  in 
the  Adult  Male  Wing. 


Training  Courses.  Meetings  and  Visits  of  Observation.  During  the 

year  Mrs.  Barker,  Mrs.  Higgins,  Mrs.  Mawson, 
Mr.  Plant  and  Mr.  Boland  attended  courses  at 
Grantley  Hall  Adult  College.  Mrs.  Mawson  also 
attended  a  Day  Course  at  Preston. 


Humber  of  Trainees  on  Roll.  On  April  1st,  1965,  we  had 

seventy-eight  trainees  jn  roll,  forty-three 
in  the  Junior  Wing;  seven  In  the  Special 
Care  Unit;  twelve  in  the  Female  Wing;  sixteen 
In  the  Male  Wing. 

At  present  we  have  eighty-twc  trainees  on  roll 
forty-eight  in  the  Junior  Wing;  eight  in  the 
Special  Care  Unit;  eleven  in  the  Female  Wing; 
fifteen  in  the  Male  Wing. 


During  1965  three  trainees  obtained  jobs:-  one  boy  on  a  pig  farm 
and  two  girls  in  a  small  clothing  factory.  The  boy  is  doing  very 
well;  the  girls  have  left  the  factory  -  one  to  return  to  the 
Training  Centre,  and  the  other,  who  was  doing  very  well  indeed  and 
with  whom  the  employer  had  spent  a  great  deal  of  time,  prefered  to 
remain  at  home  as  advised  by  her  mother. 
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Another  girl  who  obtained  a  job  last  year  often  earns  well 
over  twelve  pounds  a  week  nett.  I  think  that  this  proves  that 
social  training  is  vital  to  enable  trainees  to  take  their 
place,  and  keep  it,  in  the  community. 


Three  trainees,  one  from  the  Adult  Female  VII ng  and  two  from  the 
Junior  Wing,  were  transferred  to  E.S.N.  establishments. 


During  January  trainees  from  Wetherby  and  Tadcaster  areas  were 
unable  to  attend  the  Centre  because  the  driver  of  the  mini -bus 
was  ill. 


Outings. 

A  full  programme  was  followed  which  included  visits  to  various 
places  of  Interest:- 


Speclal  Occasions. 

Mr.  Pask,  Fire  Prevention  Officer,  gave  a  series  of  talks  and 
demonstrations  to  all  groups.  Fire  drill  takes  place 
periodically. 

Open  Days,  Harvest  Festivals,  etc.,  were  held  as  usual 
throughout  the  year. 


Swimming. 

Swimming  sessions  continued  at  Starbeck  swimming  baths  each  week 
during  the  summer  months.  These  are  enjoyed  very  much  and  prove 
to  be  beneficial.  Members  of  the  Psychiatric  Social  Club  alsc 
attend. 


Competitions. 

In  May  we  entered  paintings,  done  by  the  junior  trainees,  in  the 
Yorkshire  Regional  Art  Competition  run  by  the  National  Society  for 
Mentally  Handicapped  Children.  Our  children  won  the  Group  Prize 
and  two  paintings  were  commended.  Last  year  we  won  the  First  and 
Third  Prizes. 


Hostel. 

Eight  children  reside  in  the  hostel  from  Monday  tea-time  to  Friday 
breakfast-time.  My  staff  feel  that  if  one  place  could  be  set  aside 
for  our  cwn  children  it  would  enable  them  to  spend  short  periods 
there.  It  would  be  a  step  towards  furthering  their  own  Independence 
and  knowing  what  it  is  like  to  be  away  from  the  home  environment 
should  an  emergency  arise. 
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Contract  Work. 

Hr.  Plant  and  Hrs.  Mawson,  as  Senior  Instructors,  are 
responsiole  fcr  the  output  cf  contract  work  in  their  respective 
wings. 


It  is  felt  that  there  is  so  much  contract  work  to  be  done  that 
social  training  and  independence  is  not  being  continued  especially 
for  the  younger  adult  trainees,  and  that  these  younger  adults  would 
benefit  by  being  in  a  really  good  and  progressive  transitional 
class/group.  Much  work  could  be  carried  out  in  the  community  where 
the  social  situation  actually  exists.  Adult  behaviour  could  be 
encouraged  along  with  adult  co-operation  and  work  habits.  Social 
•know-how'  is  of  vital  importance  and  much  of  it  cannot  be  carried 
out  in  the  classrcora/workroom.  At  the  same  time  manual  dexterity 
should  be  encouraged  with  tools  and  equipment  found  in  the  adult 
workrooms . 


Payment  to  Patients. 

The  system  in  operation  at  present  is  working  very  well  and  the 
trainees  look  forward  eagerly  to  pay-day. 


MLADOW  BANK  HOSTSL. 


The  year  has  been  one  of  many  changes  at  the  Hostel  -  now  known  as 
Meadow  Bank.

k  of  the  children  who  were  discharged  were  transferred  to  the  newly 
opened  Skipton  Training  Centre;  1  was  admitted  to  a  special  school, 
and  the  other  2  were  excluded  because  of  behaviour  difficulties.  In 
addition  8  children  were  admitted  for  short-stay  care,  1  of  them  on 
three  separate  occasions. 


Only  3  of  the  children  admitted  in  September,  1961+ ,  are  still  in 
residence  at  the  Hostel. 
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2  small  boys  were  discharged  after  a  trial  period  as  they  were 
considered  unsuitable  for  hostel  and  training  centre  care.  One 
hev  seed  9  years,  was  aggressive  and  cruel  to  one  of  the  small e 
boys.  The  other,  aged  5  years,  presented  a  Problem  all  his  own. 
It  was  virtually  impossible  to  communicate  with  hiin*  Doors  had 
to  be  locked  to  keep  him  on  the  premises  and  it  was  difficult  to 
keep  him  in  his  cot  at  night.  He  would  eat  nothing  but  sloppy 
food  which  he  spattered  in  all  directions.  The  other  children 
tolerated  him,  but  it  was  impossible  to  include  him  in  the  usual 
activities  and  outings;  it  seemed  unfair  that  7  should  suffer  for 

the  sake  of  one. 


In  October,  a  girl,  aged  9  years,  was  admitted,  but  10  days  later 
she  was  transferred  to  Westwood  Hospital  for  assessment  and  di 
not  return.  This  has  left  1  vacancy  amongst  the  regular  term  time 
residents. 


Of  the  other  h  children  admitted,  two  were  children  from  poor  homes; 
a  girl,  10  years  and  a  boy  5  years,  and  2  boys  -  one  aged  9  years  and 
one  aged  12i  years,  were  admitted  for  family  reasons.  These  children 
have  settled  in  very  well  and  are  now  very  much  part  of  the  Hostel 
family.  All  the  children  have  improved  in  social  behaviour  to  a 
varying  extent 


Short  Stay  Care. 

8  children  were  admitted  to  Meadow  Bank  during  the  year,  1  of  them 
3  times,  for  varying  periods.  These  children  are  invariably  difficult 
and  strange  to  us  and  it  is  found  that  four  children  at  any  one  time 
are  as  much  as  the  existing  staff  can  cope  with  to  do  full  justice  to 

the  children. 


At  Easter  and  Whitsuntide  3  children  were  admitted  and  5  children 
were  admitted  during  the  period  25th  July  to  13th  August.  One  girl 
was  discharged  as  unsuitable  ,  but  another  one  took  her  place.  During 
the  Christmas  holiday  1  girl  was  admitted  on  29th  December,  for  1  week. 


Health.  There  have  been  no  Infectious  diseases  at  Meadow  Bank 
Turing  the  year.  Accidents  happened  in  which  2  boys  broke  their 
front  teeth. 


15.  HOML  Hi^LP  SERVICE 


This  service  has  shown  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of 
cases  over  the  previous  year,  but  11,996  fewer  hours  were 
worked  than  in  1961*. 

15  full  and  189  part-time  home  helps  were  employed, 
equivalent  to  almost  79  whole - uime  workers.

16.  PRaVaNTION  OF  ILLNESS.  CARL  AND  AFTER-CARL 

The  Chest  Physicians  hold  sessions  twice  a  week  at  Scotton 
Banks  Hospital,  three  times  a  week  at  Harrogate  General 
Hospital  and  once  a  week  at  Ripon  and  District  Hospital* 

Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors  attend  the  Clinics  at  Harrogate 
and  Ripon.  One  of  t:  _  sessions  at  Harrogate  is  used  as  a 
special  children's  ana  adolescent's  clinic. 

The  Chest  Physician  reports  as  follows:- 

t» During  1965,  16  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  diagnosed 
and  in  addition  there  were  1*  cases  who  were  previously  notified 
and  who  had  relapsed.  One  case  was  diagnosed  posthumously. 
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The  Health  Visitor  visited  the  houses  of  these  people  and  in  some 
cases  their  place  of  work.  As  a  result  of  this,  and  the  continued 
supervision  of  cases  discovered  at  the  end  of  1%U,  136  people  were 
examined  as  contacts.  No  fresh  cases  were  found  as  a  result  of  these 
investigations. 

97  children  and  young  people  who  were  contacts  had  skin  tests, 

3ii  were  found  to  be  positive  and  are  being  kept  under  observation, 
the  rest  were  negative  and  were  given  B.C.G.  k5  infants  were  also 
given  B.C.G.  without  previous  skin  tests. 

Because  of  the  reactivation  of  one  case  in  a  Government  Department 
in  the  Town,  the  people  who  worked  in  the  same  room  and  department 
were  all  examined  and  X-Rayed.  No  fresh  cases  were  found  amongst 
these. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  the  tuberculous  cases  were  able  to  return 
to  their  previous  occupations,  but  there  are  still  cases  on  the 
register  for  vihom  no  suitable  occupation  has  been  found,  and  most  of 
these  cases  are  unemployable  due  to  some  other  cause,  e.g.  alcoholism 

No  special  scheme  is  in  operation  for  case  finding  other  than  by 
contact  examination.  The  Chest  Clinics  are  open  to  see  any  case  in 
which  the  G.P.  considers  that  a  chest  X-ray  or  other  investigation 
is  advisable. 

The  majority  of  children  are  now  T.B.  tested  at  the  age  of  13  at 
school  and  any  positive  reactors  have  an  X-ray.  In  these  cases  the 
immediate  family  contacts  are  seen,  but  not  remote  contacts. 

As  regards  the  after-care  of  the  cases  of  tuberculosis,  the  Health 
Visitors  pay  regular  visits  to  th#.house  regarding  the  supervision  of 
children  and  report  on  any  case  where  there  is  financial  need. 

The  cases  themselves  are  seen  in  the  Chest  Clinic  at  regular  intervals 
for  X-ray  and  sputum  tests.  They  are  then  followed  up  for  many 
years  after  all  evidence  of  activity  of  the  disease  has  disappeared”. 

Recuperative  Home  Treatment.  Recommendations  were  received  from 
general  practitioners  regarding  ll  applications  for  recuperative 
home  treatment. 


17.  CHIROPODY.  This  service  continued  to  be  provided  for  old  age  pensioners, 
expectant  mothers,  and  handicapped  persons.

There  were  13  registered  nursing  homes  In  the  division  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  All  but  one  were  inspected  during  1965. 

19.  KT.GISTRATION  OF  OLD  PEOPLE'S  HOMES. 

Tt.e  21  old  people's  homes  registered  in  the  area  were  visited  in 
conjunction  with  the  Divisional  Welfare  Officer. 

20.  CHILfREN  NEGLECTED  OR  ILL “TREaTED 

12  monthly  meetings  of  the  Committee  were  held  in  Harrogate. 

The  County  Council  guarantees  the  rent  of  problem  families 
»ho  are  likely  to  be  evicted  from  Council  houses.  This  gives 
ihe  health  and  welfare  staffs  an  opportunity  to  advise  and 
lelp  these  people  in  various  ways  and  is  normally  successful 
in  keeping  the  family  unit  in  being. 

5  rent  guarantees  were  given  during  1965,  three  of  which 
were  withdrawn  before  the  end  of  the  year.  One  case  has  now 
cleared  its  rent  arrears. 


21.  MEDICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  STAFF,  ETC. 

Medical  examination  of  new  staff  is  only  carried  out  on 
those  who  have  a  significant  medical  history  or  who  are  over 
k 5  years  old,  thus  avoiding  some  unnecessary  work  for  the 
medical  staff.

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22.  HEALTH  EDUCATION. 


Work  on  Health  Education  continues  to  expand  slowly. 

The  medical  staff  have  addressed  Mothers*  Clubs,  the  St. 

John  Ambulance  Brigade,  Student  nurses  and  various  other 
organisations  in  the  area  on  different  aspects  of  the  health 
service. 

On  the  nursing  side,  work  on  health  education  continues  to 
expand  slowly  and  more  members  of  the  staff  have  taken  a  more 
positive  interest  in  this  aspect  of  their  work  during  the  year. 


Relaxation  Classes  are  still  very  popular  with  the  mothers  and 
in  Harrogate  the  midwives  have  started  a  class  on  Thursday 
afternoons  to  meet  the  increased  need.  We  now  have  Health 
Visitors  and  Midwives  taking  classes  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and 
Fridays  at  Dragon  Parade  and  Thursdays  at  Skipton  Road  Clinic. 

At  all  these  classes  Health  Visitors  give  talks  for  Midwives  and 
Midwives  for  Health  Visitors. 


At  Knares bo rough,  the  classes  run  by  the  Midwives  have  been 
well  attended  and  talks  have  been  given  by  two  Health  Visitors. 


Poppleton  classes  are  well  established;  there  are  always 
mothers  waiting  to  attend.  Miss  Blott  has  worked  hard  and  some 
of  the  classes  have  been  held  in  the  evening  so  that  the  husbands 
can  attend,  as  well.  The  Midwife  for  Boroughbridge  has  also  helped 
as  has  the  Health  Visitor  on  some  occasions. 


Ripon  classes  remain  steady  and  are  run  by  the  Midwife  with 
the  appropriate  talks  by  the  Health  Visitor. 


It  Is  disappointing  that  no  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
using  the  Masonic  Hall  in  Pateley  Bridge,  so  that  we  could 
start  a  class  that  has  long  been  needed  in  that  area. 


P-U.tside  Talks.  A  number  of  talks  have  been  given  to  different 
groups  of  people  on  various  subjects. 

Miss  Griffin,  the  Divisional  Nursing  Officer,  gave  four  talks 
to  young  wives  on  the  "Care  of  the  Aged  in  their  own  Homes"  and 
one  on  the  "Work  of  the  Health  Visitor";  a  talk  to  a  sewing 
circle  on  "Growing  Old"  and  one  to  Ripon  Home  Helps  on  "Service 
to  the  Aged".  She  also  spoke  to  the  Soroptimist  Club  on  "Local 
Health  Authority  Services  under  the  National  Health  Act". 
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Miss  Stevenson  has  spoken  to  a  group  of  young  wives  on  the 
"Work  of  the  Health  Visitor".  Mrs.  Walnwright  has  spoken  to 
groups  of  young  people  in  Ripon  and  Knaresborough  on  "Family 
Planning".  Mrs.  Feather  has  spoken  to  the  Round  Table  and  a 
young  wives'  group  on  the  "Work  of  the  Health  Visitor",  and 
Mrs.  Wright  has  spoken  to  two  groups  on  the  "Work  of  the  District 
Nurse". 


Mothers'  Clubs.  The  Harrogate  Mothers'  Club  has  Increased  its 
membership  durirg  this  year  due  to  the  interest  of  Mrs.  Addison  and 
has  had  a  lively  programme,  meeting  at  Dragon  Parade  once  a  month. 


Knaresborough' s  Club  is  extremely  active  and  expanding  all  the 
time.  Miss  Harte  and  Mrs.  Holgate  have  given  three  talks  to  the 
Club  and  have  teKen  an  active  interest  in  the  Club's  fortnightly 
meetings.  A  very  successful  fete  was  held  on  the  22nd  May,  which 
was  opened  by  tie  Chairman  of  the  District  Council  and  his  Lady. 
This  was  greatly  appreciated  by  members  of  the  Club, 


Schools .  Healtt  Education  in  the  schools  has  remained  much  the 
same.  Mrs.  Wairwright  has  given  a  course  to  St.  Peter's  girls 
on  "Parentcraft" ,  and  Miss  Fisher  a  course  on  "Mothercraf t"  to 
Starteck  Secondary  Modern  and  Junior  Schools. 


Miss  Harte  hat  tvv.  two  tCkr.  to  the  Grammar  School 
girls  at  Knaresh.ro ugn,  and  arranged  a  visit  to  the  Training 
Centre. 


Miss  Brown  has  given  a  series  of  talks  in  conjunction  with 
the  domestic  science  teacher  at  Pateley  Bridge  Secondary  Modern 
School,  and  Miss  Collir.son  has  given  two  series  of  talks  on 
"Child  Care"  and  "Local  Authority  Services"  to  the  Secondary  Modern 

School  at  Ripon.  She  has  also  carried  out  a  Home  Safety 
Competition  in  the  same  school. 


Visits  to  Clinics.  Various  groups  of  schoolgirls  have  visited 
the  clinics,  the  most  rewarding  of  which  was  two 
girls  from  the  Harrogate  High  School  who  have  been  accepted 
for  integrated  nurse  training  at  Manchester  University  since 
the  visit. 

Other  students  who  were  from  Queen  Ethelburga's  and 
St.  Peter’s  School  visited  Dragon  Parade  and  Skipton  Road 
Clinics  and  students  from  Westholme  School  visited  Alma 
House,  Ripon. 


We  have  had  the  usual  number  of  Student  Health  Visitors 
during  the  year  and  Student  Nurses  from  Harrogate  General  Hospital 
and  St.  James’  Hospital,  Leeds.

Hr.  Mayor,  Hr.  Chairman  and 
Hembers  of  the  l^ealth  Committee. 

The  year  1965  saw  an  extension  of  housing  activity  in  the 
declaration  of  three  Improvement  Areas.  There  is  a  considerable 
amount  of  work  to  be  done  in  this  direction. 

The  destruction  of  pests,  mainly  rats,  took  up  a  rather 
disproportionate  amount  of  time  but  these  conditions  cannot  be 
allowed  to  get  out  of  hand. 

Advice  and  assistance  has  been  given  to  citizens  on  a 
variety  of  subjects. 

After  the  restrictions  of  196k,  the  sale  of  waste  paper 
increased  during  1965.  The  comparatively  small  credit  balance 
of  the  account  is  not  indicative  of  the  economic  value  of  the 
work  done. 

It  is  hoped  the  information  given  in  this  report  will  be 
of  interest  and  value  tc  members  of  the  Council.

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RIVERS  AND  STREAMS

There  are  two  principal  rivers  within  the  City,  the  Ure 
and  the  Skell.  The  Ure  flows  roughly  north-west : to  south¬ 
east  and  forms  part  of  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  City. 

The  Skell  flows  west  to  east  and  joins  the  Ure  at  Fishergreen. 


Trade  effluent  pollution  is  not  a  serious  problem.  The  rivers 
form  a  useful  outlet  for  storm  water  overflows  from  the  sewers. 


It  is  necessary  to  clear  the  river  Skell -occasionally  of 
a  variety  of  debris.

Refuse  Is  collected  regularly  each  week  from 
households  and  most  business  premises.  In 
the  case  of  certain  cafes  and  hotels,  refuse 
Is  collected  two  or  three  times  a  week  and 
daily  from  the  Training  College  during  term. 


The  method  of  domestic  storage  is  generally 
by  galvanised  dustbins,  these  being  collected 
from  the  rear  of  the  premises  by  Corporation 
refuse  collectors. 


During  1963,  the  Corporation  authorised  a  pilot 
scheme  using  paper  sacks  instead  of  natal  bins. 
The  scheme  was  a  success  in  that  time  saved 
in  not  having  to  return  the  empty  bln  and  the 
method  is  much  more  hygienic.  In  the  case  of 
Corporation  estates  so  far  equipped,  the  sack 
holders  are  generally  wall-mounted.  In  a  few 
cases,  free-standing  concrete  pedestals  are  used. 
A  new  sack  is  left  at  these  houses  when  the  full 
sack  is  collected. 


Efforts  are  being  made  to  persuade  private 
householders  to  adopt  the  scheme.  It  will  be 
appreciated  that  many  of  the  new  houses  entail 
a  long  walk  to  collect  a  full  bin  and  another 
walk  to  return  the  empty  bln.  Each  private 
house  converted  to  the  paper  sack  scheme  means 
a  useful  saving  in  collection  time.

Trade  Refuse:  117  bins  of  trade  refuse  were  collected  each 

week.  This  is  refuse  which  is  non-domestic  in 
character  and  is  not  dependent  on  the  type  of 
premises  from  which  it  is  produced,,  Premises  such 
as  cafes  and  the  Training,  College  produce  a 
'•domestic'-  type  of  refuse  and  no  charge  for  collection 
is  made. 

In  the  case  of  trade  refuse  a  charge  of 
£1  per  bin  per  year  is  made  for  a  weekly  collection. 

Jf  coilcctlor.s  are  made  twice  or  thrice  weekly  the 
charge  is  appropriately  increased. 

The  income  from  trade  refuse  for  the  year 
1963/66  was  £37.

Repairs  have  been  a  rather  extensive  item.  In  addition  to  the 
expensive  repair  to  the  S.D.  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Karri er  h'o.l. 
being  seven  years  old,  has  required  considerable  maintenance  repair. 
Due  to  traversing  refuse  on  the  tip,  tyre  wear  is  rather  heavy  and, 
apart  from  new  tyres,  55  punctures  had  to  be  repaired. 

During  December  a  report  was  given  to  the  Health  Committee  on  the 
condition  of  the  Shelvoke  vehicle.  The  Committee  decided  to  Inspect 
new  vehicles  with  a  view  to  ourchase  to  replace  the  Shelvoke  which 
was  off  the  road  for  more  than  nine  weeks  during  1965. 


Hired  haulage:  The  cost  of  hired  haulage  increased  by  nearly 
£160  on  the  previous  year.  This  was  due  to  the  SD  vehicle  and,  to 
a  lesser  extent,  to  the  harriers  being  off  the  road  for  repairs. 
The  cost  for  the  year  was  £97  for  refuse  and  £166  for  salvage 
collection,  a  total  of  £263.

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In  addition  to  his  duties  in  connection  with  refuse  and  salvage, 
the  foreman  carries  out  the  practical  work  of  pests  destruction 
and  spraying  for  infectious  and  other  diseases. 

To  maintain  regular  collections  of  refuse  and  salvage  is  not  easy 
when  sickness  and  holidays  complicate  the  accepted  routine.  During 
1965,  67  days  were  lost  through  sickness  compared  with  123  days  in 
196/*,  130  days  in  1963,151  in  1962  and  197  in  1961.  Holidays  account 
for  about  32  man/weeks  loss  of  working  time. 

On  refuse  collection,  over  500  hours  overtime  ha/e  been  worked 
at  a  cost  of  £196.  This  was  necessitated  by  (a)  vehicles  being 
under  repair,  (b)  making  up  time  at  holiday  periods  etc. 


Protective  clothing:  Overalls  are  provided  at  the  rate  of  2 
sets  per  year.  Waterproof  coats  and  trousers  are  issued  and 
renewed  as  required.  Gum  boots  are  provided  for  bad  weather  and 
for  tip  workmen. 


Refuse  disposal:  3,879  tons  of  household  and  trade  refuse 
were  collected  during  1965  and  all  of  it  has  been  disposed  of  at 
Quarry  Moor  tip. 

The  weight  of  refuse  collected  is  ascertained  by  weighing 
several  sample  loads  each  week.  The  estimated  weights  for 
previous  years  have  been  -

The  refuse  continues  to  be  of  a  very  light  and  bulky  nature. 

It  is  difficult  to  consolidate  without  appropriate  mechanical  help 
and  is  the  cause  of  vehicles  getting  "bogged  down"  although  duck- 
boards  are  in  constant  use. 

As  far  as  possible  -  again  without  mechanical  assistance  ~ 
the  deposit  of  refuse  is  controlled  but  the  accepted  standard  for 
controlled  tipping  Is  not  attained. 

The  deliberate  burning  of  refuse  -  and  roughly  80JS  of  It  is 
combustible  -  Is  kept  to  a  minimum  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act. 

The  tip  was  on  fire  on  five  occasions  during  1965.  The  first 
occasion  was  a  carry-over  from  1964  when  a  fire  commenced  on 
6th  November  and  was  eventually  extinguished  during  the  first  week 
of  1965.  On  the  other  four  occasions  the  fires  lasted  one  to  four 
days.  A  bulldozer  was  required  twice. 
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The  use  of  water  to  extinguish  fires  at  Quarry  Moor  Tip  Is 
causing  Increasing  difficulty  to  consumers  further  down  the  Harrogate 
road.  Efforts  ere  made  to  overcome  this  difficulty  by  reducing  the 
hydrant  outlet  and  by  shutting  off  altogether  for  certain  periods. 

Apart  from  fires  there  was  damage  and  inconvenience  caused  by 
trespassers  -  e.g.  glass  bottles  broken  and  thrown  over  the  roadways, 
the  workman's  hut  broken  open  several  times  and  materials  stolen.  In 
June  19o5  a  person  was  fined  £1  for  disturbing  the  contents  of  the  tip. 

Since  tipping  commenced  at  Quarry  Moor  in  August,  1957,  approximately 
33,000  tons  of  refuse  and  i*,200  tons  of  other  materials  have  been 
deposited.  Depending  on  how  the  Council  would  like  the  contours  of  the 
land  leaving,  the  tip  will  last  approximately  two  years. 

Refuse  is  accepted  from  the  Ripon  Military  Camp  and  from  the 
Royal  Air  Force  Station  at  Dishforth.  A  charge  of  £50  per  year  is  made 
in  each  case. 

Private  individuals  are  allowed  to  deposit  material  on  Quarry 
Moor  tip  at  a  charge  of  5/~  per  load  or  equivalent,  ho  charge  is  made 
for  material  which  is  of  value  in  tipping  operations  or  which  would 
otherwise  be  collected  by  our  vehicles  free  of  charge.  About  100  loads 
were  accepted  and  approximately  £20  received  in  charges. 

Refuse  Disposal  in  the  Future:  A  site  for  a  new  tip  is  not  easy 
to  find.  It  needs  to  be  easy  of  access  and  not  adjacent  to  dwelling  „ 
houses.  Land  in  Galphay  Lane  and  at  Ure  Bank  has  been  considered  but 
without  success  in  either  case.  Investigations  are  still  proceeding. 

It  must  be  stated  that  the  present  method  of  disposal  of  household 
refuse  by  tipping  is  not  considered  satisfactory.  The  content  of 
refuse  has  changed  very  considerably  in  recent  years;  it  is  now  much 
bulkier  and  lighter.  It  is  more  combustible  and  difficult  to 
consolidate. 

The  methods  now  being  adopted  by  progressive  authorities  for  the 
hygienic  disposal  of  refuse  include  (a)  incineration  (b)  composting, 
and  (c)  pulverisation.  The  method  most  applicable  to  Ripon  would  be 
(c)  pulverisation. 

Pulverisation,  very  briefly,  onsists  of  putting  the  refuse  through  a 
shredding  machine  which  reduces  the  bulk  by  two-thirds.  Therefore, 
there  is  a  saving  in  tipping  space,  there  is  adequate  consolidation, 
fire  risk  is  very  remote  and  there  is  virtually  no  nuisance  from  smell, 
flies  or  vermin. 

The  method  of  the  City's  refuse  disposal  will  need  to  be  considered 
by  the  Csuncil  on  some  future  occasion.

The  net  result  is  an  increase  of  £2,511  over  the  year  196.4/5, 
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SALVAGE!:  There  was  no  restriction  on  the  sale  of  waste  paper 

during  1965.  Frices  remained  static. 

During  the  major  part  of  the  year,  salvage  was  collected 
by  Karri er  Ko.l.  but  towards  the  eno  of  the  year  the  S.D. 
vehicle's  tipping  mechanism  broke  down  and  to  avoid  expensive 
repairs,  this  vehicle  was  transferred  to  the  collection  of  salvage 
and  the  Karrier  used  for  refuse  collection. 

By  all  vehicles,  927  loads  of  salvage  were  collected 
from  shops  and  otner  premises.  This  is  in  addition  to  paper, 
tins,  textiles  etc.,  segregated  from  refuse  at  the  tip. 

Equipment  for  baling  at  the  depot  consists  of  a  Crawford 
twin  screw  electric  press  for  mixed  paper  and  cardboard.  Hand 
operated  presses  are  used  for  newspaper  and  textiles.  A 
Petrie  and  McHaught  horizontal  press  is  used  for  baling  tins. 

"'ales  of  paper  weigh  up  to  3  cwts.  and  tins  about  i  cwt. 

A  corporation  fore-loading  tractor  ia  used  to  load  dispatch 
vehicles.  Due  to  the  size  of  the  vehicles  they  cannot 
negotiate  the  approaches  to  the  Corporation's  weigh  bridge 
and  are  therefore  weigned  at  the  receiving  mills  at 
Harrington. 

Over  700  hours  overtime  have  be.n  worked  during  1965 
on  salvage,  mainly  the  baling  of  paper.  This  has  been 
necessitated  by  the  man  employed  on  baling  having  to  be 
transferrea  to  refuse  collection  work  during  the  day  to 
avoid  delays  in  collection.  The  cost  (£282)  was  charged 
against  the  salvage  account.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Domestic:  The  main  purpose  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  is  to 

provide  a  means  of  reducing  the  air  pollution  caused  by  domestic 
chimneys.  The  Ministry  has  for  seme  years  been  pressing  local 
authorities  in  "black  areas"  to  speed  up  the  submission  of 
Smoke  Control  Orders.  Rlpon  is  not  In  a  "black  area"  and  no 
Smoke  Control  Orders  have  been  made. 

In  common  with  most  other  authorities,  the  City  adopted  a 
byelaw  in  1557,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  facilitate  smoke 
abatement  in  future  by  securing  that  domestic  solid  fuel 
appliances  in  buildings  erected  from  then  onwards  were  of  a 
type  capable  cf  being  operated  without  producing  smoke.  In 
the  event  of  such  properties  being  included  in  future  smoke 
control  orders,  no  grant  would  be  payable  towards  the  cost  of 
any  necessary  conversions. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  no  facilities  for  recording 
atmospheric  pollution  in  Ripon. 

The  City  maintains  contact  with  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research  by  the  payment  of  a  small  annual  sub¬ 
scription.  Statistical  literature  is  received. 


Industrial:  Smoke  from  factory  chimneys  has  been  greatly  reduced 

in  recent  years  by  firms  carrying  out  modifications  to 
existing  plant,.  The  occasional  nuisance  caused  by  excessive 
smoke  emission  is  due  to  the  bailer  attendant  either  "banicing  up" 
prior  to  a  meal  break  or  stoking  up  to  satisfy  an  urgent  demand 
for  additional  steam. 

Difficulties  are  experienced  by  local  paint  manufacturing 
firms  in  the  disposal  of  waste  paint,  varnish,  spirits  and 
colouring  material.  To  burn  such  material  causes  smoke  and 
smell  and  is  an  offence  against  the  Clean  Air  Act.  To  bury  it 
creates  a  fire  hazard  for  some  considerable  time.  The  problem 
has  not  yet  been  solved  and  although  firms  concerned  are  willing 
to  co-operate  in  findii:g  a  satisfactory  solution,  a  rather  uneasy 
truce  exists  as  the  Council's  Officers  have  to  balance  nuisance 
and  annoyance  to  affected  residents  with  the  admitted  necessity 
of  disposing  of  rather  large  quantities  of  lnflaraable  material 
from  one  ei  Ripon's  principal  industries.

Scco  10  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  advice  has  been  given  to 
several  applicants  with  regard  to  the  acceptable  height  cf 
chimneys,  capacity  cf  heating  plants  and  types  of  fuel* 
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SWIMMING  BATHS 


Spa  Baths:  The  Spa  swimming  bath,  owned  by  ths  City,  is  a 

popular  attraction  and  an  asset  of  considerable  value. 

The  water  is  subjected  to  a  process  of  continuous 
filtration,  chlorination  and  heating.  The  quality  has 
conformed  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  standard. 

Improvements  have  been  made  to  the  dressing 
accommodation  and  other  parts  uf  the  structure.  In  the 
interests  of  hygiene  the  possibilty  of  providing  footbaths 
between  the  dressing  rooms  and  the  pool  is  being  discussed. 


Grammar  .School:  This  swimming  bath  is  used  only  by  pupils  of 

the  Grammar  School.  It  Is  tiled  and  roofed  in  a 
hygienic  and  modern  style0  The  water  is  continuously 
filtered,  chlorinated  and  heated.  The  standard  of 
quality  is  &ood.

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act.  1963: 

This  act  is  designed  to  improve  the  standards  of  health, 
safety  and  welfare  in  shops  and  offices  in  which, 
throughout  the  country,  some  eight  million  persons 
are  employed..  It  requires  standards  of  environmental 
conditions  similar  to  those  which  have  been  enjoyed  in 
the  industrial  field  for  many  years. 


The  Act  came  into  operation.  In  several  stages,  during 
1964.  After  the  1st  May  of  that  year  all  affected  premises 
had  to  be  registered  and  this  was  made  known  by  national 
and  local  publicity. 


At  the  end  of  1965,  182  premises  had  been  registered, 
an  increase  of  13  over  the  1964  figure. 


The  work  of  the  administration  and  inspection  of  the 
various  premises  means  a  considerably  increased  volume 
of  work  for  the  staff  of  your  Health  Department.

The  application  was  refused  by  the  Planning  Officer  and 
an  appeal  was  lodged.  A  Ministry  Inquiry  was  held  in 
October,  1965  and  at  31st  December  the  result  was  still 
awaited. 


The  usual  difficulties  were  experienced  with  the 
unofficial  establishment  of  sites  for  caravans.  Vacant 
land  In  Stonebridgegate  and  Lickley  Street  proved  the 
most  troublesome.  In  all  cases  conditions  were  quite 
unsatisfactory  and  persistent  efforts  were  required  to 
effect  clearance  of  the  sites. 

Since  an  o^en  area  of  land  at  Hell  Wath  was  fenced 
off  during  ly63  there  has  been  little  trouble  by  itinerant 
travellers.

During  September  a  dog  died  with  symptoms  of  Weil's 
disease  —  caused  by  rats  *  •  often  fatal  to  man.  The 

premises  concerned  were  piggeries  on  the  bank  of  the 
river  Ure.  Immediate  action  was  taken  to  inspect  and 
treat  the  whole  section  of  the  river  bank  as  wall  as 
the  piggeries.  Rat  bodies  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  but  the  results  were  negative.  This 
is  not  unusual  as  in  a  community  of  rats  not  all  are 
necessarily  infective.

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Five  year  programme;  In  1955  all  Local  Authorities  were  required  to 
submit  a  programme  designed  to  clear  all  slum  type  houses  within 
five  years.  This  target  was  not  achieved  in  many  other  areas  apart 
from  Ripon.  The  work  has  continued  steadily  keeping  in  step  with 
new  building.

It  must  be  appreciated,  however,  that  when  these  houses  have 
been  dealt  with,  this  is  not  necessarily  the  end  of  slum 
clearance.  Some  of  the  small  older  houses  remaining  are  not 
worthy  of  expensive  reconditioning  and  the  only  reasonable 
action  is  to  clear  them  and  where  possible  redevelop  the  sites 
in  accordance  with  modern  requirements. 

Khere  it  is  possible  for  houses  which  are  closed  to  be  re¬ 
conditioned  with  the  aid  of  financial  grants,  this  is  usually 
agreed. 


Improvement  of  Older  houses:  It  has  been  obvious  for  many  years 

to  anyone  Interested  in  housing  matters  that  there  are  '  rT*£9 
numbers  of  houses  worthy  of  improvement  -  with  at  least  15  years 
of  life  -  but  which  at  present  lack  the  essential  amenities  to 
compare  with  the  higher  standard  of  modern  houses. 

The  Housing,  Act,  1964,  provides  the  legal  machinery  for  these 
houses  to  be  improved.  In  the  words  of  the  Act  "to  compel  the 
carrying  out  of  works  for  the  improvement  of  dwell in&s  which 
are  without  all  or  any  of  the  standard  amenities". 

The  "standard  amenities"  are;  fixed  bath  or  shower,  wash'isnd 
basin;  hot  and  cold  water  supply  at  bath;  hand  basin  and  sink; 
water  closet  in  or  immediately  adjacent  to  the  house  and  a 
food  store.  Financial  grants  are  available  for  this  work  to  be 
done.  It  can  only  be  enforced  if  the  tenant  agrees. 


Reports  have  been  presented  to  the  Health  Committee  and  the 
Council  has  agreed  for  the  work  to  proceed.  It  is  estimated 
that  approximately  600  houses  in  Rlpon  qualify  for  this  improve¬ 
ment.

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FOOD  INSPECTION 


Milk:  The  sale  of  ordinary  untreated  milk  has  been  prohibited  In 

Rlpon  since  1958,  Since  that  time  there  has  been  a  welcome 
rise  In  the  hygienic  quality  and  distribution  of  milk. 

As  in  previous  years,  complaints  were  received  of  dirty  bottles. 
In  all  cases  this  was  due  to  a  sterile  deposit  firmly  adhering 
to  the  interior  of  the  bottle.  The  cause,  no  doubt,  being  due 
to  a  previous  customer's  misuse.  The  Dairy  Companies  take 
great  care  to  discard  any  affected  bottles  and  frequently 
have  them  returned  after  being  used  for  paint,  cement,  paraffin, 
home  pern  solutions  etc,,  etc,.  Due  to  breakages,  lost  bottles 
and  misuse  some  350  million  bottles  have  to  be  replaced  each 
year  at  a  cost  cf  £7  million.  Disposable  cartons  would  seem 
to  be  the  ult'fcute  answer  to  the  problem.

The  practice  of  approving  applications  from  small  shopkeepers 
for  the  sale  of  milk  appears  to  be  justified.  So  long  as 
storage  facilities  are  satisfactory  a  useful  service  is  provided 
for  customers.  The  number  of  shops  registered  is  14.

The  standards  of  quality  and  methods  of  manufacture  of  the 
local  product  have  been  satisfactory.  All  the  small  shops 
obtain  their  supplies  from  the  large  t-roducers. 

The  quality  of  the  Ice  cream  and  methods  of  retail  sale  have 
been  of  a  satisfactory  standard. 


Other  Foods:  Several  complaints  were  received  of  food  -  mainly 

pastries  -  being  found  unsatisfactory  after  purchase.  Action 
appropriate  to  the  circumstances  was  taken  in  each  case. 
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At  the  request  of  traders,  quantities  of  food  were  examined 
and  the  following  were  condemned  and  destroyed:

Food  Premises:  The  inspection  and  improvement  of  food  premises 
continued  steadily  during  1961+.  Publicity  material  stressing 
the  Importance  of  personal  hygiene  in  the  handling  of  food  was 
issued. 

There  is  still  room  for  improvement  in  certain  retail  shops. 

Meats  and  sweets  are  handled  Instead  of  using  scoops  and  tongs; 
enwrapped  food  ^s  displayed  where  persons  can  touch  it  either 
by  handling  or  clothing.  Certain  premises  still  require  a 
hygienic  "face-lift". 

Larly  in  1966  the  following  letter  was  sent  to  all  food 
traders. 

"Dear  Slr(s), 

Hygienic  Handling  of  Food. 

Due  largely  to  the  sustained  national  publicity  given  to 
the  necessity  of  hygiene  in  the  handling  of  food,  customers  are 
taking  a  greater  interest  in  methods  adopted  by  the  serving  staff 
in  food  shops.  This  is  proved  by  the  increasing  number  of 
critical  comments  made  to  this  Department  during  the  past  few  months. 

Customers  are  attracted  to  a  shop  where  the  merchandise  is 
well  displayed.  They  suffer  a  critical  reaction  when,  for  instance, 
serving  methods  do  not  match  up  to  the  accepted  and  publicised 
rules  of  hygiene. 
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Clean  floors,  walls,  ceilings  and  equipment  are  of  course 
essential.  Of  equal  Importance  Is  the  personal  appearance 
of  the  serving  staff  -  clean  overalls  or  smocks  and  headgear 
and,  most  important,  clean  hands. 

One  of  the  main  criticisms  I  receive  Is  In  the  handling  of 
cakes,  cooked  meats,  bacon,  unwrapped  sweets  etc.,  bjj  the  bare 
hands  Instead  of  using  tongs  or  a  scoop. 

Unwrapped  foodstuffs  should  not  be  displayed  on  or  near 
counters  where  they  can  be  touched,  breathed,  sneezed  or  coughed 
upon  by  customers.  Glass  screens  and  shelving  provide  adequate 
display  In  a  hygienic  manner.  The  shopkeeper  has  little  control 
over  his  customers  but  he  can  protect  his  products  against  the  few 
in  the  Interest  of  the  many. 

Open  cuts  and  sores  on  the  skin  should  be  covered  with  water¬ 
proof  dressing  or  rubber  finger  stalls  to  prevent  transmission  of 
harmful  bacteria.  Ordinary  bandages  should  not  be  used. 

Fcod  handlers  can  unwittingly  pass  on  harmful  bacteria  frcm 
their  lair,  nose,  skin  or  clothing  and  this  possibility  of 
contamination  underlines  the  importance  of  personal  cleanliness 
and  the  adoption  of  hygienic  practices  by  every  member  of  the  staff. 

The  City  ef  kipon  attracts  a  lot  of  visitors  and  the  good 
name  o l  the  City  often  depends  on  the  standard  of  shop  practice. 

Experience  has  shown  that  good  food  hygiene  Is  good  h:siness. 
Your  c:operation  is  invited  to  take  a  critical  look  at  your  shop 
method?  and  to  make  such  Improvements  as  are  desirable  on  the 
lines  indicated  in  this  letter.  Any  advice  you  may  need  will  of 
course  be  gladly  given. 

A  leaflet  is  enclosed  giving  a  resume  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations.

Market  Stalls:  Considerable  supervision  has  been  found  necessary  as 
several  of  the  food  stalls  would  otherwise  be  constantly  offending 
against  t.ie  hood  Regulations.  Written  and  verbal  warnings  have 
been  given  mainly  in  respect  ef  placing  fruit  and  vegetables  on 
the  ground  and  in  not  displaying  names  and  addresses.  The  time 
is  comlns  when  stronger  action  will  need  to  be  taken  to  ensure 
that  the  sale  of  food  frcm  market  stalls  must  be  comparable  in 
matters  of  hygiene  to  the  conditions  required  in  retail  shops. 

New  Regulations  covering  the  sale  of  food  in  markets  are 
expected  in  1966. 
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Slaughterhouses:  There  are  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  In  the 

City,  The  principal  one  is  operated  by  a  firm  of  whole¬ 
salers  with  whom  the  Corporation  has  an  agreement  to 
maintain  slaughtering  facilities  for  Ripon  butchers.  Meat 
is  exported  from  Ripon  to  markets  at  Liverpool,  Leeds, 
Newcastle  and  Sunderland, 

The  second  slaughterhouse  is  used  by  one  butcher  only. 

Both  places  conform  to  the  Regulations  and  both  are  conducted 
in  a  satisfactory  manner.  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  make  an  annual  Inspection.

Model  byelaws 
were  adopted  and  all  hairdressers  and  barbers  are  required  to 
conform  to  the  hygiene  requirements.
